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Oystermouth Castle is a picturesque ruin which is 
situated immediately above the watering-place of Oyster- 
mouth, or, as it' has been known of recent years, “The 
Mumbles.” The ruins date from the reign of Edward II., 
and are in the Decorated style of architecture. In 1287, 
an earlier castle, standing on the same site, was destroyed 
by fire. 
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
